Never say it again. And yon,

j, U there Is no_socletx for the preven- 


tion of cruelty to nnimals in your 
neighborhood, form one. Let the chil- 
dren who can learn the most concern- 
Ing the habits and anatomy of animals, 
the methods of treatment best adapted 
to them, be the banner members. 
It 


is true that if all the cats and clogs 
were allowed to live earth would be 
overrun with them, but for your own 
souls' sakes teach children that the way 
to get rid of these is not to stone and 
starve aud kick them to death,'but to 
put them out quickly and painlessly by 
drowning or by chloroform. In most 
towns there are now societies that, if 
notified, will take away and put a pain- 
less end to homeless and objectionable 
animals.

Ivow that the theatrical season has 


opened the attention of critical theater 
goers is again called to the advances In 
stagecraft. 
Modern histrionic art con- 


sists not alone in the skill o£ the 
dramatist and the faithful exposition 
of the player, but also in the correct 
setting of the scenes. The eye as well 
as the ear must be enchanted 1£ the 
efforts of the playwright anrl the play- 
er are not to be rendered nil. Modern 
scene painting as it is understood and 
practiced'in the theaters of ouv,larger 
cities and towns is a thing of exact- 
ness and beauty. 


Only rarely docs one find a man who 


is tooth actor and scene painter. Few 
unite -with the ability to dapict char 
aeter skill with brush and palette and 
a talent for conceiving and designing 
the scenery, draperies, costumes ami 
light effects for a dramatic production. 
Mr. Tim Murphy, the well known co- 
median, has these gifts, and he recent- 
ly explained the method of correc h 
setting a play. While talking he was 
busily engaged with the stage setting 
of his new play, "A Capitol Comedy." 


"Did you ever consider the care and 


taste and skill that must be exercised 
in preparing a production?" asked Mr. 
Murphy. "Everything has to be con- 
sidered with regard to everything else. 
If there are four acts irf'the play and 
four different sellings, the color in each 
should he varied from every other to 
give contrast. Then the color in each 
must be characteristic of the locale; 
the hangings and furniture must har- 
monize; even the drosses of the ladies 
must contrast harmoniously with each 
other and with the scenic background. 


"The choice of color is not altogether 


arbitrary by any means," he contin- 
ued. "In my present .play the third act 
represents a corridor in the senate 
win;; of Die capitol of the United 
States. For this I had only to get pic- 
tures of the original and study my 
colors. Oh. yes, the colors had to be

The Vie of Melon Seed* In Odd, but 


toy No Means n Bad Idea. 


That absorbing desire to mnke some 


immediate practical use of everything, 
even though the labor expended Is 
worth more than the whole result, has 
caused the introduction of many rather 
curious materials as decorative media. 


The melon seed, however, stands re- 


spectably among these materials,'and 
when carefully manipulated its effects 
may be not only highly decorative, but 
really artistic. The dried seed, of 
course, Is meant, and the sketches 
show ways in which it has been used 
in connection with beads.

studied, not copied. You know, scenery 
is never exposed without artificial light 
upon it, so that the colors are quite un- 
like what they would be in daytime.

"We pursue the same reasoning lu 


devising the second acr. It is the draw- 
ing room of the home of wealth.

The wealth Is shown 
In this effect of old gold satin wall 
work and the heavy woodwork, the 
splendor of the furnishings and the 
elaborate electric chandeliers. The cur- 
tain will rise on a dark stage.

The prin- 
cipal character is discovered asleep in 
a chair before the trunk, a few things 
on the floor beside him. Is the infer- 
ence clear that he is packing up to go 
away, that he began to pack during 
the night, but fell asleep and had not 
.waked up even wuen, daylight came?"

thing which is usually pendent, be- 
cause the whole point about melon 
seeds is that they must hang. 


The little ball shape or disk shape 


bunches may easily be made by run- 
ning the needle through the ends of a 
large number of seeds. On the other 
hand, if a smaller number were used 
they could be sewed close together at 
one eud, and the outside ends could be 
threaded one after another on to a cot- 
ton nnd held in position by little knots. 


To go into detail, for instance, in the 


case of the upper figure the process ia 
as follows: First, our background is 
marked out with the design. T7ie de- 
signs are, of course, not full size In 
the drawings. AVben the outlines are 
clearly put down, Sve start with tho 
needle and stout thread by putting on 
one of the bunches - of melon seeds; 
then a large knot; three small globular 


j beads, a large pearl bead and a stitch 
' into the material. This is the first 


which has been made. 
This point 


thoroughly secured to the background, 
five small beads and one. large'one 
.threaded on, and another stitch is made 
in the material. Then eight srnali 
beads following the little scroll, then 
a stitch in the material between, sny, 
every two, then a large bead, surround- 
ed by smaller ones, with almost every 
alternate stitch through the material, 
in order to keep the decoration safely 
in place. Then a knot, and we start 
round the edge of the heart shape 
piece, and so on. In the borders of the 
second ugure it Is not necessary to 
stitch, down to the background, espe- 
cially If the weight of the beads at the 
diagonal lines, and especially below 
where the bunches of seeds are, is 
sufficient. In this the design Is par- 
ticularly graceful, and here the swags 
will actually hung without nny assist- 
ance from stitches, because the weight 
of them Is pretty evenly distributed.

In hanging pictures be careful that 


the screw eyes are put lu sufficiently 
near the top of the frame to give only 
a very slight Inclination forward. Like

ly g-rieved, more bitterly indignant 
over the recent catastrophe then 
the 


men who opposed' the national policy 
represented by President McKinley. 


That is so obvious that it would re- 


quire no comment, were it not for the 
very cowardly action of certain news- 
papers, who would use a, great national 
disaster to arouse a. newspaper war. 


That can 
hardly be called a war, 


however, when one side makes unjust, 
ungenerous and 
most 
cowardly at- 


tacks, and the other side receives them 
in dlg-nifid silence, respecting- iho na- 
tional feeling, and the high office of 
the President of the United States. 


Fur years journalism has not touched 


so low a level, nor have so-called con- 
servative papers ever done so much to 
injure themselves. It has been the one 


we cannot submit to our Presidents 
being the easy victims of assassina- 
tion without supreme efforts for their 
protection and the punishment of their 
real or attempted murderers.

want any further additions or compe- 
tition with our labor from abroad. 
We want nu immigration except of the 
most 
desirable 
character, 
and that

which the jmmiKrant receives from our 
country. We should have a bureau 
attached 
to the immigration depart- 


ment with European agencies acting 
in connection with our Consuls every- 
where to report upon the character 
and antecedents of every immigrant. 
No immigrant should be admitted ex- 
cept with a certificate from this bureau 
and paper under proper authorization 
from 
the municipalities from 
which 


they come, certifying 
to their gooa 


citizenship at home. These inquiries 
should be especially minute in refer- 
enc to professions of anarchistic prin- 
ciples. 


Our laws, National and State, as to 


the punishment, if the victim dies, are 
sufficient. 
Our laws, 
however,

National and State, as to attempted 
murder under the same circumstances, 
with the same avowels and with con- 
fessions, with the same antecedents as 
to the criminal which have character- 
ized this attempt upon President Mc- 
Kinley, should be so amended as to 
meet with appropriate penalties crimes 
of this character. 


The Secret Service of the Govern- 


ment 
should 
be so 
increased 
and 


strengthened that the enemies of our. 
Government, its laws and its officers 
within o-ur midst, should be kept under 
such supervision that 
they may

identified. 


In the case of open and avowed de- 


termination to carry out the purpose 
of anarchy there should he somewhere,

American liberty is the great- 
est^)lessing in the world to a'l who 
have the privilege of its enjoyment. 
Those who abuse this privilege to ex- 
ercise a license which threatens and 
endangers the foundations of our so- 
cial order, the lives of the men selected 
by popular suffrage to carry on our 
Government, and the lives and rights 
of everybody, are 
common enemies, 


who have not. and should not be per- 
mitted to have nny lot or part In the 
political and 
industrial privileges of 


the best government of the world.

The 
officials, 


guards and keepers are their bitter 
enemies, because they know if anar- 
chy succeeds they will also be doomed, 
so that the anarchist in prison on the 
continent receives no mercy, and is 
generally driven to suicide or insanity. 


In all the world, civilized or semi- 


civilized. there are. only two places of 
refuge for known 
anarchists—one 
is 


Great Britain, the other the 
United 


States. In Great Britain there are re- 
served powers under the unwritten 
constitution for the public safety and 
for the safety of their rulers, in the 
Cabinet and Privy Council, which are 
equal to those in the most despotic 
countries. The anarchists there know 
that if they <3o commit any crime Eng- 
land will no longer be a refuge, that 
crime will receive immediate and ter- 
rific punishment, and they" will,all be 
expelled from the countryupon admin- 
istrative order.
